of flour, two from Washington and one 
from Dakota, are blended and tempera - 
tured. 
By a system of conveyors, this 


"blended" product passes to the large 
mixing vat, which operates 
upon 
the 


same principle as an ice cream freezer. 


Simultaneously the 
"liquor," 
In 
the 


language of the bakery (which means the 
liquid yeast and water portion), has been 
pumped up to a large tank and flows trj 
the mixer at just the proper temperature 
to wet the Incoming Ifour. 


After the proper consistency of dough 


is secured by this mechanical "mixer" H 
automatically clumps into long metal lin- 
ed vats, which are wheeled to and from 
the large 
tables 
where 
white-garbed, 


clean-shaven, and expert bakers and at- 
tendants, with automatic scales, make 
the loaves, placing them on racks and 
covering 
with 
clean 
duck 
coverings. 


These racks in turn come to the largo 
ovens which occupy a space 20x50 feet, 
heated with crude oil. At oven doors the 
master bakers, spotlessly groomed, give 
the loaf a coating of butter. The room de- 
voted to yeast making, mixing of flour 
and making of dough is on the second 
floor; proofed against dust, and airy, 
light and inviting.

The loaf shaping and baking room .is 


very spacious, thoroughly ventilated and 
is provided with cement floors to facili- 
tate cleaning, which is done as ceremon- 
iously as the good housewife would clean 
her dough board. 
Twenty men are reg- 


ularly employed In the establishment and 
fifty barrels of flour are consumed chilly, 
in the bread department, and about ten 
in pastry.

while early trains carry the famous Log 


ahln loaf to distant cities and towns. 
The rather unfortunate lire which hap- 


pened from bad flues during Mr. Ward's 
absence somewhat hampered the busi- 
ness, and dilatoriness of machinists in 
Installing the many new pieces of ma- 
chinery somewhat hindered the business, 
but the public is now assured of a more 
uniform, better made loaf, and greater 
baking capacity.

yond this, of course, somebody has to be paid to have the police 
over look these machines that are against the law. But they are 
all over the city, and the graft from them must be very strong. 
This is hardly in line with the high-toned promises made by 
Euef and Schmitz immediately after their victory last Novem-

last evening's lecture, but its postpone- 
ment until Saturday, February 24, at 3 
o'clock, In the Greek Theater, was an-

Dr. Hydo began by saying that Irish 


pootfc literature could be traced back 
with absolute certainty for 1300 years, 
and that folklore literature antedated 
that period by several hundred years. He 
eaid In part; 


"Preserved from the Danish Invasion 


I have seen four ancient parchment vol- 
umes that give the course of study for 
poets before the Invasion of the Danes. 
From the 'perusal of those volumes we 
learn that In no country on earth, no 
race on the globe, no nation In the his- 
tory of mankind, was the art of pootry 
so cultivated -as In Ireland; Its subtlety, 
Its intricacy is without parallel. It has 
been alleged that Ireland taught Europe 
the art of rhyming; if so, everything the 
Irish have accomplished pales Into insig- 
nificance before that great feat. 
"Early poets In Ireland were divided In- 


to two classes, file (pronounced fillee) and 
>ards. The bards were divided Into two 
chasses, fres and unfree and each into 
eight ranks; each was obliged to use his 
own meter, If he used either of the fif- 
teen others he was liable to prosecution 
While a bard was a poot In a small way 
his work was less remunerative than that 
of the big poets who received three milch 
cows for a poem, while the bard receiv- 
ed only one small calf, 
Tho big poets 


were divided into seven grades and those 
at the top were able to make verses in 
300 meters, knew by heart 860 prime anil 
160 secondary stories so one may know 
what those were in for who were seated 
alongside o. big poot at dinner, 
Before 
the Danish and Norman Invasion Ireland 
had a. literature as intricate and perfect 
in Its way as that of Babylon and .Nine- 
veh. 


MANY FACTS. 


"In the first century there were 1000 


poets In Ireland and each poet had a 
retinue consisting of twenty men for the 
head poet down to one man as the at- 
tendant of the lesser poet. These com- 
prised a great army for the productive 
classes to provide for and they soon be- 
came tired of them. There must have 
been a touch of Americanism in these 
early Irish, for they said why should we 
support these men, they are doing noth- 
in? 
So they got rid of them and drove 


them northward where the King of the 
North took them In for a time. The an- 
nals of the sixth century show that one- 
third of the patrician classes were poets 
The people drove them out a second time 
and again the King of the North gave 
them protection. I look upon this as the 
' first ' clear 
indications 
of the char- 


acteristics 
of 
the 
Irish 
race. 
The 


mental characteristics of a race cling to 
it and cannot be got rid of, which drives 
them into honorable rather than lucra- 
tive employment; Into politics, if you 
consider politics honorable. . 
"In'the latter half of the sixth century 


the poets harassed the country by levy- 
ing a kind of blackmail. The retinues 
bore a large silver cup swung to bronze 
chairs; through the links of the ct-.a'n 
nine mc-n would thrust their spearheads 


held aloft the cup called the 'Pot of 


Avarice.' 
When a victim was selected 


the chief poet wrote a, panegyric and 
clmated the first verse; Own other verses 
would be chanted' while nine musicians 
plwed a soft harmony. When that wa-i 
ovet came the time of trial. The victim 
was- supposed to cast into the cup a. 
guerdon of silver or gold, and woe betide 
him If t-e refused. 
"At last even the King of the North 


threatened to 'turn agali.st the p.iets 
whereupon a certain saint Is said to have 
pleodcd with him: 'For God's sake .spare 
the tjoor poets; I am a poet myself, 


rapon the king set aside certain 


lar.ds and colleges for The use of the 
poets and they continued as such from 
700 to 1640, when taken from them by 
Cromwell. 


TELLS OF STUDIES. 


The lecturer then told of the studies of 


these colleges, in which no student save 
the members of barbaric families were 
admitted. 
Each student was assigned 


quarters—a small dark room in which 
there was no window and no furniture 
save a bed. At 10 o'clock in the morn 
ing he was "supposed to retire to this 
room, throw himself on the bed in the 
dark and compose poetry. At night came 
an attendant with candle and parchment 
and the student was expected to write 
down what he had composed during the 
day. 
He went at length into Irish satire 


told folklore stories and personal experi- 
ences. It was said that the old poets 
could rhyme people to death, and tha 
it was the belief that they could rhyme 
rats to death. 
"I am not positive on 


that point," he said, "but they couli 
rhyme themselves to death. In Crom 
well's time a poet composed a satire am 
chanted a verse at one of the soldiers, r 
who promptly threw him over a cliff. - 
shouting • after him as he . went down:- 
'Noo' little mannle, say your verse.' Once 
upon a time an O'Higgins offended the 
> 


O^Hara and six of the O'Hara cut out, 
the O'Higgins' poet tongue and he died 
from the operation.

BARDS FLOURISHED. 


"Bards flourished with 
the 
church ( 
down to the advent of the Danes, when - 
no Irish lord or lady was allowed to wear 
any clothing other than that cast off by, 
the Danes. There Is an ancient parch- 
ment on which are written twenty or 
thirty grand poems by McNeil, who was 
secretary to King Brain Boru. ' Poems 
that have to do with the famous battle 
of CTontarf, In 101*. when the Irish ut- 
.terly routed the Danes and forever de- 
I stroyed their -power to Western Europe.

DURING CLASS ELECTION 


STRUGGLE. 


, Feb. 17.—A sensation 


and a riot was created.on the.campus 
yesterday 
afternoon 
When 
phos- 


phorus 
was 
thrown 
by 
reckless 


sophomores of the University Into the 
ballot box of tho freshman class, at 
North Hall. Itfthe melee a number of 
fighting: class men were bruised, their 
clothing torn from their backs, and tho 
freshmen ballot box almost -destroyed 
by fire. ' Seniors Intervened to save the 
day for the b'eleaeured freshmen, and 
their efforts quelled the riot. 
Phosphorus as a means of breaking 


up a class election Is a novelty at th» 
University, and so the freshmen who 
guarded the ballot box at North Hall 
•were taken by surprise when the dan- 
gerous stuff was used. 
Stanton. tho freshman football star, 


•was guarding tha box, when two soph- 
omores approached, Innocently asking 
how the battle of ballots was progress- 
Ing. Stanton permitted them to come 
near enough to drop a little phospho- 
rus Ino the box, and then the flre was 
started. 
Pandemonium reigned, when a band 


of sophomores attacked the freshmen 
stationed to guard tha ballot box. The 
flames shot up, and all was dire con- 
fusion. 
The sophomores and fresh- 


men fought by scores, and not until a 
•band of senior's appeared was thers a 
lull to the fight. The seniors quelled 
the riot, Hellman, Bncelliand De Leon 
•being the leading seniors In the group. 


The authorities will probably take 


the matter up, the students' 
affairs 


committee having informed -students 
last year that if any fight' followed a 
class election, the elections all would 
be ruled off the campus. . '

Chinese Expert at State University 


Tells of China's Reported 


Warlike Action. 


BERKELEY, Feb. 17.—Students in the 


Oriental language class of Professor John 
Fryer at the State University were atar- 
tled when Professor Fryer Informed them 
of a discovery he had made In perusing: 
a copy of a Chinese newspaper which had 
just come to him. Professor Fryer Is 
an authority on Chinese Affairs, and reads 
and speaks the language fluently. 


He informed the University students 


that In the Chinese paper to which he 
referred Is contained the statement, not 
hitherto printed, that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has ordered a 
million 
fmall 


arms anfi 100 cannon from manufacturers 
in Germany in preparation for conflict 
with'foroign powers that students of Ori- 
ental affairs anticipate will begin In the 
not far distant future. 


Professor Fryer spent thirty years In 


China. Ha is intimately acquainted with 
Chines? officials of high rank, and him- 
self holds tho rank of mandarin of the 
third class, conferred by the Chinese 
Government. 
He has 
been flecorated 


with tho Order of the Dragon, the high- 
est honor that any foreigner may hope 
for from the Chinese Government. 


MOST SERIOUS YET. 


The present trouble in China. accord- 


Ing to Professor Fryer, is undoubtedly 
the most serious that the nations of the 
west have had to consid-er since rela- 
tions with tho Chinese kingdom were es- 
tablished. Discussing tho conditions and 
the prospects In the Orient, he says: 


"It Is a matter of speculation as to 


what may be the outcome of tho present 
situation in China. 
Forty years ago I 


was in Peking when the date was set for 
the massacre of all the foreigners in 
China. I 3lept as soundly that night as 
ever before. 
When morning broke the 
next day tha Chinese political atmosphere 
presented Its usual appearance of out- 
ward calm. 
"The Japanese are a queer people and 
It Is hard to tell what policy they really 
Intend to pursue in regard to the" Chinese, 
but It looks as If a period of aggression 


on their part had alre-idy begun, as evi- 
denced by tho occupancy of Korea. 


WHAT JAPS MAY DO. 


"The 
Japanese may take advantage of 


a troubled state of affairs to acquire more 
territory, but as they are in a position 
:o strike at any time which would seem 
to thorn most propitious It may be that 
they intend to hold back and await fu- 
ture developments. 


"I have no opinion as to the outcome of 


the present agitation in China. 
In re- 


gard to the mobilization of troops in tho 
Philippines by the United States Govern- 
ment, all I have to say Is that it 13 
always well to be prepared for trouble. 
Right up. to the outbreak of the Boxer 
uprising many of the missionaries and 
other residents of China pursued • their 
ways as usual without paying any atten- 
tion to the rumors current. 
They had 


grown used to Intrigue ana threats that 
never were made good. 


OVERTHROW 
DYNASTY. 


"It Is quite likely that the people of 


the south of China^will ultimately under- 
take to overthrow the present dynasty. 
The Mancluis are a most decided minority 
and only remain masters of the situa- 
tion by the exertion of military pressure. 
The people of the south are more pro- 
gressive and more open to foreign in- 
fluences and therefore better fitted to 
Initiate an uprising agaJnst the Manchu 
Intruders than the Chinese of the west or 
north. As to whether such an outbreak 
would affect the foreigners or not, I am 
not prepared to say. 


"The people who pretend to know the 


most about the outcome of the present 
troublous situation and express decided 
views on the subject will probably prove 
to be false prophets. 
Those who know 


the Chinese best will make no predictions. 
Discretion, however, is the better part 
of valor, and it would be well if troops 
were kept in readiness to be rushed,to a 
seat of trouble, and that warships Tvere 
stationed at the principal treaty ports, 
so that the white residents could be re- 
moved to a place of safety should any 
emergency arise."

of a license to solicit orders. 


BERKELEY, Feb. 17—Following his I 


argument In favor of a forestry school 
at the University of California, rather 
than at Yale or an Eastern college, 
where real forestry work o£ course is 
not so near fbr students to do a* hero. 
Professor Wlckson, head of the agri- 
cultural college of the University of 
California, discussed at length a for- 
estry school's work, In an address last 
night before the Agricultural Club. He 
spoke in part aa follows: 


"The three States 
whose western 


boundaries lie on the Pacific Ocean 
have a total woodland area of nearly 
150,000 square 
mllea 
and 
standing 


merchantable timber to the amount of 
620,000,000,000 feet, board measure— 
about one-third ot all the standing 
timber 'of the United States. 


"One-fifth of the woodland of these 


three Pacific States is Included in na- 
tional reserves; 
one-eighth of it Is 


covered by private and corporate own- 
ership—consequently, 
a 
little more 
han two-thirds has its future still 
deternrinable by national law and pol- 
icy. 
Evidently such la-ws and policies 


should embody the-most exact knowl- 
edge and the broadest enlightenment 
on forest interests and operations. 


LITTLE LUMBER. 
rtThese three Pacific States cut dur- 


ing 1900 less than 
one-tenth of tha 
lumber product, of the United States. 
Three States on the Great Lakes cut 
more than a quarter of the national 
product and three other States in the 
southern plue belt cut another quar- 
ter. But it Is a significant fact that 
though the Pacific States are cutting 
but a. small fraction of the national 
lumber product, the volume Is rapidly 
Increasing. 
The value of the lumber 


product of the three Pacific States has 
Increased sixty per cent during the last 
decade and nine hundred per cent dur- 
ing the last two decades. 
Evidently, 
again, such rapid increase in produc- 
tion and consequent rate of deforesta- 
tion should suggest the advisability of 
the most Intelligent administration of 
timber lands by those who have se- 
cured title to them. 
"Fortunately, there has arisen upon 
the basis of a long term of European 
observation and experience, recently 
enriched Jby American 
research 
and 
experimentation, 
a series of demon- 
strations of fact, law 
and" method 


which is entitled to the name of for- 
estry science, and It has been amply 
>roven that this science is not only 
capable of exposition and communlca- 
lon by educational methods, but that 
t can' actuate arts and industries of 
economic soundness, 
practical feasl- 


yillty and business success. Educa- 
.ion 
in forestry has won for Itself an 


honorable and enduring place among 
other branches of technical education 
and training. The possession of for- 
estry science and the adoption of poli- 
cies which flow from it. are the found- 
ation upon which forest conservation, 
'orest use and forest extension all rest. 
Forest sentiment and forest Industry, 
widely apart now in motive and pur- 


pose, must find a reconciliation 
of 
their difference* In forestry aelen<:«, 
which will define modu» vrrenll for 
both. 


TO POPULARIZE SCIENCE. 


"The pressing; conditions which are 
suggested by the situation in which 
the forests of th* Pacific States now 
stand, with reference to the national 
future and to the further development 
of the territory which they now en- 
rich and adorn, can only be adequate- 
ly provided for by the popularization 
of . the principles of 'forestry eclence 
and the methods of forestry Industry 
motivated thereby. 
It is fortunate 
that there -widely prevails on this 
coast a proper appreciation of the be- 
neficent potentiality of forestry sci- 
ence in the solution of OUT local forest 
problems. 


"The influence exerted toy th» "Water 
and Forest 
Association, 
tha Sierra 


Club, the Forestry Section of the Los 
Angeles Academy of Sciences and oth- 
er organizations, as well as by Intel- 
ligent and devoted individuals, has 
created a wide sentiment In favor not 
alone of the poetic' act of tree saving, 
but In favor of an Intelligent tree cut- 
ting. 
Owners of timber 
lands and 


managers of lumber associations are 
also awakened to the 
possibility 
of 


proceeding profitably without destroy- 
ing the forest value of lands they cut 
over. 
"Some of the recent purchases of 
great magnitule are to be administer- 
ed with an eye to the future, and all 
are ready to be convinced of the prac- 
ticability and profitability of methods 
prescribed by forestry science. There

Meeting Monday Night. 


ALAMEDA. Feb. 17.—It was decided 


by th* member* of the Board of Trustees 
at their committe* session la«t night to 
har* th* two application* for franchise 
privileges Introduced at the regular *ei- 
slon on Monday evening. The City At- 
tom»r WM *o Instructed and will have 
th* fraBchtM ready for cubmlttal with 
th* correction* advl*»d by the Trus- 
teta at the meeting last night when 
th* ordinance* were read for the first 
time. 


Th* ordinance* granting to W. J. Mor- 


gan a franchise over Clement avenue, 
the privilege of operating a railroad, also 
the ordinance granting to F. M. Green- 
wood, the second applicant, a 
fran- 
chise over the same route, were submit- 
ted to th* Board by City Attorney Simp- 
son, who stated that he had been un- 
able In the short time allowed him to 
frame a franchise that wa» near per- 
fect 
The franchise submitted for the 


consideration of the Trustees was but 
a rough draft of what was Intended to 
grant to the applicants. 
The ordinances as prepared are sim- 
ilar, the only points different In any re- 
•pect being In regard to the length of 
time required by the applicants to op- 
erate their roads with steam as the mo-

gan, wanted three years, while Oliver 
Ellsworth, the legal adviser of Green- 
wood, declared that, the road of his cli- 
ent would be operated by electricity from 
Its Inception. The steam clause regard- 
ing the method of propulsion for the cars 
has been inserted in the franchises which 
may be granted so that It will be un- 
necessary that they be placed on sale. A 
provision of the franchise ordinance, 
however. Imposes as a penalty that, the 
road shall be operated, as specified for 
a certain length of time, by steam and 
then electricity. 
Should the applicants 


refuse to comply with the provision the 
franchise granted would be void. 


As the ordinances are now framed it 


will be necessary to start work within six 
months and have It completed in two 
years. 
There was some discussion on 
this point, some of those present at the 
meeting deeming It advisable to allow 
a greater length of time. Should these 
provisions not be complied with the fran- 
chise shall revert to the city. 
A clause In the ordinance referring to 


any company granted a franchise 'enter- 
Ing Into contract for purpose of restrain- 
ing competition wa» objected to by Gen- 
eral Hart. 
He declared that it would 


prevent the company In which h« was In- 
erested fro raenterlng Into contracts with 
ompanies 
outside 
of 
Alameda.
